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Brief  History  of  Euclid  High  Schools 

In  1868,  the  first  high  school  was  organized  in  Euclid  Township. 
Classes  were  held  in  a  School  Street  building.  There  were  six  students  in 
the  class,  with  the  teacher  also  acting  as  principal  and  superintendent. 

The  first  high  school  building  was  built  on  North  Street  in  1894. 
Forty-five  were  enrolled  in  the  school.  The  first  commencement  was  held 
on  May  28,  1897,  with  six  graduates  receiving  diplomas.  (There  were  six 
graduates  ...  and  eleven  men  on  the  Board  of  Education.)  That  year  there 
were  1,439  cases  of  tardiness  reported  and  87  cases  of  whipping,  including 
five  girls. 

Central  and  Shore  Schools  were  built  in  1913.  Of  36  who  bid  on  the 
job,  the  lowest  bidder  received  $85,000  for  the  construction  of  both 
schools.  Thus  was  born  a  healthy  rivalry  that  continued  to  excite  people  all 
over  town  for  many  years.  The  rivalry  was  a  challenge  to  each  school.  At 
the  time,  only  a  few  rooms  were  occupied  by  high  school  classes. 
Although  classes  were  mixed  at  Shore  High,  the  boys  had  to  use  the  Bliss 
Road  (East  222nd  Street)  entrance,  while  the  girls  were  obliged  to  enter 
from  Babbitt  Road. 

A  whole  new  era  of  high  school  environment  started  with  the  building 
of  a  single  Euclid  high  school  in  1949.  Euclid  Senior  High  School  opened 
with  an  enrollment  of  1,850  in  grades  10  through  12.  A  new  history  of 
Euclid  public  high  school  experience  was  born.  Peak  enrollment  in  the  top 
three  grades  was  reached  between  1965-75  when  almost  3,000  students 
were  enrolled. 

Euclid  high  schools  have  contributed  to  local,  national  and 
international  offerings  in  music,  art,  sports  and  in  the  areas  of  science, 
business,  politics  and  education,  as  well  as  in  general  entries  into  the  work 
force  of  America.

We  welcome  you  to  the  Fourteenth  Annual  Banquet  and  Induction  Ceremony  of 
the  Euclid  High  Schools  Sports  Hall  of  Fame.

Individual  awards  went  to  three  All-Ohioians,  one  Plain  Dealer  Top  Wrestler, 
four  Plain  Dealer  Dream  Teamers,  four  News-Herald  Dream  Teamers,  four 
All-Scholastic  Winners,  two  All-Star  Teamers,  five  All-Leaguers  and  two  Cleveland 
Press  All-Star  Teamers. 

Last  but  not  least,  there  was  one  All-State,  one  High  School  Ail-American,  one 
Ohio  Mr.  Football  and  one  named  as  the  Outstanding  High  School  Football  Player  in 
the  Nation  by  the  Columbus  Touchdown  Club,  Cleveland  Touchdown  Club,  Atlanta, 
GA.  Touchdown  Club  and  the  Washington  D.C.  Touchdown  Club.  This  award 
winner  also  was  named  to  the  1st  Team  Parade  Magazine's  All- American  Team,  1st 
Team  USA  Today,  Dial  Award  as  The  Male  High  School  Athlete/Scholar  of  the 
Year.  He  was  also  Gatorade's  National  Player  of  the  Year. 

As  Collegians,  five  were  Conference  Champions,  one  was  All-Conference,  one 
was  an  All-Region,  one  played  in  the  College  World  series  and  one  is  in  his  College 
Hall  of  Fame.  Two  inductees  played  at  the  professional  level  and  one  inductee  is 
now  playing  at  the  professional  level  in  the  NFL  with  the  Minnesota  Vikings.

Edward  Holtcamp  combined  illustrious  baseball  and  basketball  seasons  at 
Shore  High  School  with  an  even  more  illustrious  basketball  and  baseball  career  at 
Heidelberg  College,  with  several  seasons  in  the  Philadelphia  Phillies'  farm  system 
thrown  in  for  good  measure. 

At  Shore  Ed  pitched  for  three  years  under  Hall  of  Fame  coach  John  Pohto  and 
played  forward  and  center  on  the  basketball  team  for  four  years  under  another  Hall  of 
Fame  coach,  Ford  Case,  as  well  as  for  Coach  Heinie  Schmidt.  One  notable  pitching 
achievement  for  Ed  was  a  one-hitter  which  he  tossed  at  Gordon  Park  Field. 

Following  high  school  Ed  signed  with  the  Philadelphia  Phillies  and  spent  three 
seasons  as  a  pitcher  in  the  Phil's  farm  system.  He  then  entered  Heidelberg  College 
where  he  made  an  immediate  impact  on  the  basketball  team  as  a  freshman,  setting 
both  the  college's  single-game  scoring  record  (29  points)  and  single-season  scoring 
record  (288  points  in  17  games)  and  winning  the  Most  Valuable  Player  Award. 
Injuries  slowed  him  in  following  years,  but  his  play  was  still  high  enough  to  set  new 
records  for  points  in  a  game  and  seasonal  scoring  average  records. 

Ed  starred  on  the  baseball  diamond  as  well  for  Heidelberg,  being  the  top  pitcher 
as  a  freshman  and  holding  that  ranking  throughout  his  career,  despite  a  knee  injury  in 
his  sophomore  year.

Gary  Bill,  and  his  father  Carmen  Bill,  played  golf  so  well  that  they  had  the 
distinction  of  playing  against  some  of  the  greatest  legends  of  golf.  As  both  a  high 
school  champion  and  college  champion,  Gary  played  against  the  young  Jack 
Nicklaus  and  Tom  Weiskopf.  Gary's  father  earlier  had  represented  Cleveland  in  two 
U.S.  Opens  as  a  PGA  professional  and  played  against  Bobby  Jones,  Gene  Sarazen, 
Walter  Hagen  and  Ben  Hogan. 

The  golfing  genes  were  obviously  in  place  for  Gary  as  he  was  the  Ohio  District 
Golf  Champion  in  1956.  He  then  competed  in  the  State  Tournament,  playing  for  the 
first  time  against  fellow  high-schooler  Jack  Nicklaus  and  finishing  in  the  top  5  for  the 
tournament.  He  was  the  first  -  and  only,  so  far  -  Euclid  High  School  golfer  to  make 
the  State  Tournament. 

At  Ohio  University  Gary  continued  his  outstanding  play  on  a  golf  scholarship. 
While  at  O.U.,  Gary  starred  on  Bobcat  golf  teams  which  won  both  the  Mid- American 
Conference  and  Ohio  Intercollegiate  Championships  in  1960  and  1961.  In  1961 
Gary  got  to  face  Jack  Nicklaus  again.  This  time  as  a  member  of  the  Ohio  State 
Buckeye  squad.  Jack  won  his  individual  matches,  but  Gary  and  O.U.  won  the  Ohio 
titles. 

After  college  Gary  taught  physical  education  in  the  Cleveland  Public  Schools. 
After  retiring  at  age  50,  he  resumed  his  teaching  career  at  Beaumont  Catholic  High 
School  and  coached  the  girls'  teams  in  softball,  volleyball,  track  and,  of  course,  golf. 
His  track  team  won  the  State  title  in  1990,  his  volleyball  team  was  the  Catholic 
School  league  champ  in  1991,  his  slow-pitch  softball  teams  were  league  district 
champs  in  1992  and  1993.  His  fast-pitch  softball  team  also  won  a  district 
championship  in  1997.  In  Gary's  last  year,  1999,  his  golf  team  was  a  sectional 
champion.  He  was  a  National  Education  Association  finalist  for  Teacher  of  the  Year 
and  was  selected  as  Coach  of  the  Year  in  Cleveland  three  times. 

Success  has  followed  Gary.  He  now  lives  with  his  wife,  Jean,  in  The  Villages, 
Florida,  where  he  can  play  golf  year  long.

John  Sustercic  has  a  unique  distinction,  being  a  State  Champion  in  two  different 
sports  as  a  student  athlete  at  Euclid  High  School.  In  1963  he  was  the  center  fielder 
on  the  State  Champion  baseball  team  coached  by  Hall  of  Fame  coach,  Bob  Addis, 
and  in  1 964,  as  a  team  captain  he  was  a  wrestling  State  Champion  who  was  tutored  by 
Hall  of  Fame  coach  Clarence  Eckart.  He  also  lettered  on  the  varsity  football  team  for 
two  years  under  Hall  of  Fame  coach  Don  Mohr.

Touchdown  Club  and  the  Washington  DC  Touchdown  Club. 

In  his  senior  year  he  made  1  st  Team  Parade  Magazine's  All- American,  1  st  Team 
USA  Today,  Dial  Award  as  The  Male  High  School  Athlete/Scholar  of  the  Year.  He 
was  also  Gatorade's  National  Player  of  the  Year. 

In  track  Robert  earned  4  Letters.  He  was  state  runner-up  in  the  400  meters  as  a 
sophomore,  junior  and  senior.  He  was  the  state  100  meter  champion  as  a  senior. 
Robert  still  holds  school  records  in  the  200  meter  -  21.1,  440  meter  -  46.4,  800  - 
1:53.8  and  long  jump  23.1  Vz. 

Robert  earned  a  football  scholarship  to  Ohio  State  University.  In  his  freshman's 
year,  he  broke  Archie  Griffins  freshmen  rushing  record.  In  1993  Robert  was  drafted 
in  the  1st  round  of  the  NFL  draft  by  the  Minnesota  Viking.

After  a  successful  high  school  and  college  athletic  career  and  two  years  in  the 
U.S.  Army  (Korea),  Harold  "Doc"  Daugherty  took  a  teaching  and  coaching  position 
in  Euclid  in  1957. 

As  the  seventh  most  winning  coach  in  Ohio  High  School  Basketball  History 
(597  victories)  and  after  43  years  of  coaching  (39  years  as  Head  Coach),  Doc 
Daugherty  is  widely  considered  a  "legend"  among  Ohio  High  School  coaches. 

During  his  tenure  as  head  coach,  Doc  won  16  League  titles,  21  Sectional 
Championships,  four  District  Championships  and  one  Regional  Championship  (Doc 
made  one  trip  tot  he  State  Tournament). 

As  a  local  and  statewide  leader,  Doc  founded  the  Ohio-Michigan  All-Star  Game 
(now  called  the  Wendy's  Clasic),  the  Ohio-West  Virginia  All-Star  Game,  the  Gold  & 
Silver  Scholastic  Achievement  Award  and  the  Ohio  High  School  Basketball  Coaches 
Hall  of  Fame.  Doc  also  served  as  the  President  of  the  Ohio  High  School  Coaches 
Association. 

Every  single  player  who  ever  played  under  Doc  received  his  high  school 
diploma. 

Doc  lives  in  Euclid  with  his  wife  June  and  they  have  five  sons.

Dick  served  as  coach  during  most  of  his  30  teaching  years  at  Euclid  High 
School.

He 
garnered  awards  again.    In  the  1997-98  season  he  was  named  The  News-Herald 
Coach  of  the  Year  and  in  the  1999-2000  season  was  recognized  as  All  Scholastic 
Coach  of  the  Year. 

One  of  Dick's  most  prestigious  awards  was  received  from  the  Ohio  High  School 
Athletic  Association.  He  was  honored  to  receive  the  1998-99  Sportsmanship,  Ethics 
and  Integrity  Award. 

Dick  received  his  MA  degree  from  the  University  of  Akron,  and  was  D.C.T. 
Coordinator  at  EHS  from  1978  to  his  retirement  in  2000.  His  wife  of  30  years, 
Kathleen,  is  also  a  teacher.  They  have  two  children.  Dick  is  also  a  member  of  the 
National  Association  of  Left-Handed  Golfers.
